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History 

The cornerstone of the first building was laid by Sir Wilfrid Laurier 
on July 29, 1910, and the buildings were opened for the admission of 
students in October, 1912. 

On September 28, 1909, 70 students were registered in the College of 
Arts—classes were held down town in the Drinkle Building—present site of 
Pinder’s Drug Store. 

Engineering laboratory was the first University building to be built 
It was erected in 1910 and burned on Friday, March 12, 1925. It was 
rebuilt the same year. 

All University buildings planned up to 1939 were designed by Messrs. 
Brown and Valance, Architects. 

In 1907 the first active steps were taken in Alberta and Saskatchewan 
to organize universities. 

The University Act placed the ultimate control in the hands of 
Convocation, consisting of University graduates residing within the province. 
Convocation elects the Chancellor and twelve of the seventeen Senate 
members. This Act was passed to place the University beyond the -hands of 
political parties. 

The University began with the purchase of a campus of 283 acres for 
buildings, a farm of 880 acres and an experimental plot of 160 acres of 
virgin prairie, a total of 1,333 acres which were purchased at a cost of 
$150,000. 

The ashes of Sir Frederick Haultain, Chancellor of the University of 
Saskatchewan from 1917 until his retirement in 1938, are buried in a spot 
just outside the Memorial Gates. 

Mr. John Bracken, former leader of the Progressive Conservatives, was 
Professor of Field Husbandry at the University of Saskatchewan, 1909-1921.

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CONSTITUTION 

and 

BYLAWS 
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For the purpose of this constitution: 

(1) “Student” shall mean any person registered in the University of 
Saskatchewan or affiliated Colleges who has paid the student fees. 

ARTICLE O I—Name 

This organization shall be called the “University of Saskatchewan 
Students’ Union.” (U.S.S.U.) 

ARTICLE O II—Object 

The purpose of the U.S.S.U. shall be to promote the general interest 
of the students: to contribute a recognized medium of communication 
between the University authorities, the public and the students, and except 
where otherwise provided, to supervise and control all student organizations 
and the conduct and the activities of the students in connection with the 
University. 

ARTICLE O III—Powers 

The powers of the U.S.S.U. legislative, executive, and judicial shall 
be invested in the Students’ Representative Council (S.R.C.) as hereinafter 
provided. 

ARTICLE O IV—Organization 

1. The Students’ Representative Council shall consist of: 

(a) A council. 

(b) An executive. 

2. An assistant secretary shall be appointed by the Council from the 
members of the body. The Presidents of the Directorates and the Editors 
of The Sheaf and the Greystone shall not be eligible for this election. 

3. Officials of the S.R.C. shall assume office at the joint S.R.C. Spring 
meeting. 

4. The Council shall be composed of the President, the Vice-President, 
the Secretary, the Treasurer, the Presidents of the Debating, Social, 
Dramatic, Music, Public Relations, and Women’s Athletic Directorates; 
the President of the M.A.B., Presidents of the M.A.S.A. and W.A.S.A., 
the Editors of The Sheaf and the Greystone, and the Presidents of all 
Colleges, Schools and affiliated Colleges having a registration of not 
less than thirty (30) students; provided that no College or School or 
affiliated College having thus secured representation on the S.R.C. shall 
lose such representation until its registration falls below twenty-five (25) 
students. 

For the purpose of this sub-section, “student” shall mean any person 
registered in the University of Saskatchewan or affiliated Colleges. 

5. The Editors of The Sheaf and the Year Book shall be appointed at 
the joint meeting of the S.R.C. 

6. The Executive shall be composed of the President, Vice-President, 
Secretary, assistant Secretary, and two other members elected by the 
Council from that body. The Presidents of the Directorates of the M.A.B. 
and the Editors of The Sheaf and Year Book shall not be eligible for 
the election.

I 7. (a) The Executive shall deal with the routine business of the Council. 
) The minutes of the Executive must be read and adopted at the next meeting 
of the Council, and such adoption shall be a ratification of the Executive’s 
actions as recorded in the minutes. 

(b) The Presidents of the various Directorates and the Editors of The 
Sheaf and Greystone may appear before the Executive and place before 

I it matters pertinent to their own Directorates. The Executive shall have the 
1 power to invite anyone interested in the question at hand. 

(c) The President shall have the power to stay any action whatsoever 
on the part of the Executive until the matter shall have been considered 
by the Council. 

BY-LAW K I 

The following officers shall be elected by the student body: President, 
| Vice-President, Secretary of the S.R.C., President of the President 

of the W.A.B., President of the Social Directorate, President of the 
Dramatic Directorate, President of the Debating Directorate, President of 
the Music Directorate, President of P.R.O. 

BY-LAW E II 

j 1. Any member of the U.S.S.U. shall be qualified to be a candidate, 
provided that in the case of Presidency of the S.R.C., the candidate shall 
be a student who is or has been senior at this University and in the case 
of the Vice-President, the candidate shall be a woman. 

2. Any member of the U.S.S.U. shall be qualified to vote at elections. 

BY-LAW E III 

Delete Sections 1, 2 and 3. 

4. The Executive of the S.R.C. may appoint a Returning Officer for the 
purpose of the elections. In the event of such Returning Officer not being 
a voter, the Executive shall designate a Deputy Returning Officer as a 
voter, who shall cast the deciding vote in case of a tie. 

BY-LAW E IV 

1. Nominations shall be in writing and shall be signed: 

(a) For the President of the S.R.O. by at east ten (10) students. 

(b) For other officials by at least five (5) students. 

4. A candidate nominated may withdraw at any time after his nomination 
and before the close of the poll by filing with the Returning Officer a 
declaration in writing signed by himself. 

BY-LAW E XI 

(a) The voter shall indicate his preference for all candidates for the 
office of President of the S.R.C. by marking the figure “1” in the space 
provided after the name of the person of his first choice; thereafter he 
shall in like manner indicate “2” after his second choice; “3” after his 
third choice, etc. 

(b) For all other officers he shall mark with a (X) after the name 
of the candidate for whom he wishes to vote. 
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ARTICLE D t I 

There shall be subject to the control of the University Council a 
committee to be composed of four members, namely, the Secretary of the 
S.R.C., who shall be the convener, the Registrar of the University, who 
shall be the Recorder, President of the Social Directorate, and the Faculty 
representative to be called the “Data Committee.” 

BY-LAW D C HI 

1. The Committee at each of their regular meetings shall allocate dates in 
accordance with the following rules: 

(a) In all cases an attempt shall be made to grant the date requested. 

(b) Under no circumstances shall the Committee allow two functions 
to be held on any night. 

(c) There shall not be more than three public functions in any week, 
but in extraordinary cases the Committee by a unanimous decision may 
approve four. 

(d) In cases of conflict the Committee shall have power to assign dates 
and its decision shall be binding in all cases. 

ARTICLE P I—Name 

This organization shall be called the Council of the “Pente Kai Deka” 
of the U.S.S.U. 

ARTICLE P II—Definition 

This Council shall be the organized body to promote the interests of 
the women students of the University and to serve as a medium of 
communication between women students, University authorities and the 
University organizations. This Council shall assume the status of a 
Directorate under the Students’ Representative Council. 

ARTICLE P III—Membership 

This Council shall consist of women students. 

TEN (10) MEMBERS ex officio 

The Vice-President of the S.R.C. 

The President of the Women’s Athletic Board (W.A.B.). 

The President of the Women’s Arts and Science Association. 

The President of the House Committee. 

The President of the College of Household Science. 

The Vice-President of Pharmacy. 

The Vice-President of Education. 

The Vice-President of St. Thomas More. 

The Vice-President of Commerce. 

The Vice-President of Medicine. * 

Other Members 

Second Year Representative of Arts and Science. 

First Year Representative of Arts and Science. 

Third Year Representative of Household Science. 

First Year Representative of Household Science. 

Second Year Representative of Household Science. 
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1. Representation on the P.K.D. Council shall be according to the number 
of girls in the College as follows: 8-50 shall have one representative; 100 or 
over shall have representatives from each College year. 

2. Colleges may combine, if necessary, to provide the girls in those 
Colleges with the representation on the P.K.D. Council. Such representation 
shall be in accordance with the above mentioned Section 1. 

BY-LAW D 1 

The Debating Directorate is to control all students’ debating activities 
of the University with the exception of: 

1. Debates purely internal to the respective Colleges. 

2. Debates sponsored by the Extension Department. 

BY-LAW D I 

The Hill Cup shall be competed for on a challenge basis. 

ARTICLE GR I—Name 

The official year book of the U.S.S.U. shall be called the “Greystone.” 

ARTICLE GR II—Ownership 

The “Greystone” shall be owned and controlled by the U.S.S.U. 

ARTICLE GR III—Staff and Appointment 

The staff of the “Greystone” shall consist of an Editor and such 
assistants as he may see fit to choose. The Editor shall be appointed for 
the ensuing year by the S.R.C. at a joint meeting of the Council. 

ARTICLE SH I—Name 

The official newspaper of the U.S.S.U. shall be called “The Sheaf.” 

ARTICLE SH II—Ownership 

The Sheaf shall be owned and controlled by the U.S.S.U. 

ARTICLE SH III—Staff and Appointment 

The staff of The Sheaf shall consist of the Editor and such assistants 
as he may see fit to choose. The Editor shall be appointed for the ensuing 
year by the S.R.C. at the joint meeting of the Council. 

ARTICLE M I 

1. Object: The purpose of this Board shall be to stimulate and control and 
preserve the continuity of the various branches of sport at the University. 

2. Powers: The Board shall have complete control and jurisdiction over 
all branches of sport for men within the University, subject only to such 
supervision as the Students’ Representative Council may exercise over all 
student activities in connection with the University. 

ARTICLE M II—Membership 

3. Ten (10) students, one elected each spring at an annual election of 
the students to be President of the M.A.B. for the following year; of the 
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remaining nine (9) members, four to be appointed each spring by the 
M.A.B. as being representatives of the different sports. These appointments 
to -be subject to change with one month’s notice at the discretion of the 
M.A.B. Each student so appointed shall hold office for a term of two years. 

ARTICLE M III—Finances 

1. The M.A.B. shall receive each year three-eighths of all the students’ 
fees. 

ARTICLE DR I—Name 

The name of this organization shall be “The Dramatic Directorate of 
the Students’ Union of the University of Saskatchewan.” 

ARTICLE) DR II—Purpose 

The purpose of the Dramatic Directorate shall be to encourage, 
organize and direct the dramatic activities of the student body of the 
University. 

BY-LAW DR—Membership 

1. The Directorate shall consist of an Honorary President, President, 
Vice-President, a Secretary, a Business Manager, a Stage Manager, and 
the College representatives. 

ARTICLE S I—Name 

This organization shall be known as the “Social Directorate’’ of the 
University of Saskatchewan. 

ARTICLE S II—Objects 

1. The purpose of this organization shall be to direct those social activities 
undertaken by the student body as a whole. 

2. To give assistance in entertaining teams of visiting Universities when 
such assistance is requested by the team managers. 

3. To be the medium of communication between the Faculty Committee 
on student entertainment to the student body. 

4. To act as a connecting link between social committees of the various 
Colleges. 

ARTICLE WA I—Name 

This organization shall be known as the Women’s Athletic Board of the 
University of Saskatchewan. 

ARTICLE W II—Purpose 

The purpose of the W.A.B. shall be to promote and control athletics in 
all its branches among the women students. 

ARTICLE W III—Membership 

1. Six women students selected as hereinafter provided. One of these to 
be elected at the annual elections each spring to be President of the W.A.B. 
for the following year. Each student to hold office for two years. 
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2. The President of the P.K.D. shall be a member ex officio of the W.A.B. 

3. Two Faculty members appointed by the Faculty. 

4. Two Alumni members appointed by the Alumni Association. 

ARTICLE VII—General 

1. Eligibility to play on teams shall be governed by rules set down from 
time to time by the W.A.B., subject always to any rules enforced by the 
University and the W.C.I.A.U. 

2. All awards and colors for teams shall be handled by the W.A.B. 

3. The Coach shall pick all University teams. 

4. Any woman athlete wishing to join a city athletic club or to represent 
a city club in competition must obtain permission from the W.A.B. 

5. Al! members of the W.A.B. shall be able to vote in the meetings. 

ARTICLE MO I—Name 

I This organization shall be known as the Music Directorate of the 
University of Saskatchewan. 

ARTICLE MC II—Purpose 

The purpose of the Music Directorate shall be to encourage, organize 
and direct the musical productions and activities of the student body of 
the University. 

BY-LAW MC I—Membership 

1. The Directorate shall consist of an Honorary President, a President, a 
Vice-President, a Secretary, the College representatives and not more than 
two graduate students to be appointed by the President. 

ARTICLE V—Talent 

Any registered student of the University of Saskatchewan will be 
granted an audition upon request. A notice to this effect shall appear in 
The Sheaf at least once each term. 

ARTICLE PR I—Name 

Directorate of Public Relations of the Students’ Representative Council 
of the University of Saskatchewan. 

ARTICLE PR II—Composition 

Shall be made up of: 

1. The Public Relations Officer of the S.R.C., who Is to be elected annually 
by popular vote at the S.R.C. elections each Spring and who is its presiding 
officer. 

2. The P.R.O. of each College and each Directorate in the University, each 
of which will also be elected annually at the time of the elections for these 
organizations. 

3. Any other person, the S.R.C., P.R.O., shall wish to appoint for the 
carrying out of his duties. 

ARTICLE PR III—Duties 

Shall be two-fold: 
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1. To acquaint the student body of the University, by whatever means ai 

its disposal, of the events, both national and local, which are deemed ol 

interest to the student. 

2. To acquaint the public (all persons, both local and national who are 

not members of the Students' Union of the University of Saskatchewan) o( 

the affairs of the S.R.C. and Its member bodies. 


SOCIAL FUNCTIONS—Invitations 

(a) Dances shall be open only to students and members of the teaching 
administrative staff of the University and their guests. 

(b) Invitations to formal functions of professional Colleges may be I 
issued to a limited number of members of the profession not connectec 
with the University. The Dean of the College under whose auspices the! 
function is to be held is entitled to limit the list of such invitations. 


REGULATIONS FOR SOCIAL FUNCTIONS 

Regulations of May 11, 1938, were modified at a meeting of Counci 
April 9, 1947—now read: 


1. ADMINISTRATION 

These regulations shall be administered by the Social Directorate of the 
Students’ Representative Council. There shall be two Faculty advisers 
appointed by the University Council on the Social Directorate, one of 
whom shall be a woman and the other a man. 


2. PLACE 

All social functions to which these regulations apply shall be held or 
premises which have the approval of the Council Committee on Student j 
Activities. 


3. TIME 

(a) Except by special permission of the Social Directorate, all social 
functions and entertainments in Convocation Hall at the University shal 
be held on Friday and Saturday evenings. 

(b) All social functions shall be held within a period to be set by th( 
Student Activities Committee, but in no case shall functions be held withii 
ten days of the commencement of a formal examination period. 

(c) Formal functions shall close not later than 12.30 a.m.; informa 
functions not later than 12 midnight. 


4. NUMBER 

A joint meeting of the Social Directorate and the Student Activities 
Committee shall determine the number and distribution of the functions 
to be held each term. This meeting shall be held prior to drawing up the 
Social Calendar. 
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5. PATRONESSES 

(a) From an official list of Patronesses, approved by the President of 
the University, at least two shall be present at every social function. 
Names of the Patronesses shall be printed on the program for every 
University function. The Dean of Women, by virtue of her office, shall be 
given an invitation to every social function. 

(b) For College functions, the names of the Patronesses shall be 
reported to the Dean of the College one week before the function. For 
functions of any Society or Club having a Faculty representative, the 
names of the Patronesses shall be reported to this representative one week 
before the function. For functions of the S.R.C. and all other functions 
not included in the above, the names of the Patronesses shall be reported 
to the Dean of Women one week before the function. 

6. ADMISSION 

(a) To secure admission to informal functions, cards of identification 
may be required from students or visitors. 

(b) A charge for admission to informal dances may be made. 

7. DATES 

Dates for all functions sponsored by University students other than 
meetings which are open to members only and to which no admission is 
charged, must be registered with and have the approval of the Social 
Directorate of the Students’ Representative Council. 

8. GENERAL 

(a) Dancing in halls, corridors or class rooms shall be strictly 
prohibited. 

(b) Persons whose behaviour is objectionable shall be subject to censure 
by the Student Council. 

(c) There shall be no smoking in Convocation Hall or in the balcony 
of Convocation Hall during social functions. 

(d) The drinking of intoxicating liquors of any sort is expressly 
prohibited at any University social function. 

When planned, many questioned the advisability of planning a 
University that would accommodate 5,000 students. 

Emmanuel College arrived in Saskatoon from Prince Albert in the 
Autumn off 1909. The College is described thus in The Sheaf of 1912: “The 
car roofed dormitory, a combined lecture hall and chapel, a dining hall, a 
shack for the Dean, and another for a social room, comprised the set of 
buildings for a College of 34 students . . . More accommodation was 
required for the second year ... so six shacks and a new lecture hall 
were built.”
